Their tribula­ 
tions taught them one lesson, that 
a free governm ent m ust be repre­ 
sentative, so they established a new 
governm ent 
and 
adopted

new 
constitution 
■In this constitution they adopted 
a 
form 
of 
governm ent 
whereby 
three functions were set up. 
and 
definitions of each function were 
clearly stated. U nder one of these 
functions was th e m aking of treat­ 
ies. or conducting 
foreign 
com ­ 
merce. Article I, section 8, of the 
C onstitution, says, “Congress shall 
have power to regelate 
com m erce 
With foreign nations, an d am ong 
the several states, and w ith th e In ­ 
dian tribes". 
A rticle 2, section 2, 
under d u ties of the executive, says, 
"The P resident sh all h ave power. 
by and with th e advice and con ­ 
sent of th e senate, to m ake treat­ 
ies, provided tw o-thirds of the sen ­ 
ators * present concur.” 
Tile language is not difficult to 
understand, so w hat could possibly 
be an excuse to delegate th is power 
to one m an? Som e one h as said 
that Congress cannot en act tariff 
legislation w ithout " log-rollin g'. If 
we accept this as true, w hat reason 
have we to believe that 
all 
laws 
passed by C ongress are any d iffer­ 
ent? In view of the fact that d e­ 
mocracy Is hanging in th e balance 
throughout the 
world, th is Is 
a 
dam aging statem ent, that Congress 
is so corrupt that just law s cannot 
be enacted 
As to the effect on th e N ation 
the 
Am erican 
m arket 
m ust 
first 
be satisfied bv Am erican products 
before m aking inducem ents to for­ 
eigners who exist under lower liv­ 
ing standards and wages. Recipro­ 
cal treaties can hardly be m ade so 
justice will be done to all. because 
hundreds of 
m illions 
of 
dollars 
worth of com petitive goods could 
be received into th is country, for 
which we could 
export 
only 
a 
■mnll am ount in reciprocal trade, 
because of d ifferen ce in value of 
Ct 
T hus G erm any and Japan could 
sen., m inions oz dollars worth of 
pottery into th is country and these 
two n ation s in return could 
not 
tyke the sam e proportion of any of 
our product 
T h is 
difference 
in 
value 
of 
com m odities 
exported
